They knew there was danger of heavy losses through no fault 
of their own, and these losses have now been inflicted.through 
the vagaries of a climate as treacherous as a German spy. 
In 


one'or two '.nights a considerable percentage of the results of a 
season's hard labor lias been wiped out like the snuffing, of a 
candle.

l/nder ordinary circumstances none but the farmers and 


gardeners would think anything about this, but at the\presenf 
.time'all classes are interested and this untimely frost is the 
cause of general misgiving. This is a year when all realize 
that crops mean something more than a living for those .who 
grow.them.- The need of a great food supply is such as was 
never known before among the nations, and the curtailment 
of this supply to any extent is cause for most profound regret. 


The circumstance emphasizes what this paper has said'in 


the';past 'about the chances the farmer has to take in his biisi- 


..iiess.. He may plant and sow with the utmost diligence .and 


care, and after he has done his best he is at the mercy of the 
elements over which he has rib control. He is subject to dam- 
age by flood, drouth, hail, winds and frost. He is never secure 
until his crops are harvested and beyond the ravages of the 
slor inking and his army of allies, prominent ainong which are 
unseasonable heat and cold.
